CANADA'S CROPS 
a whole, the principal field crops of 
Canada have seidum attained such total volume as 
during the present season, or been of @ higher 
quality. Yields were generally satisfactory in each 
of the provinces, despite sectional reverses due to 
weather conditions or other causes. A preliminary 
estimate of the Dominion Bureau of Statictics 
placed the total yield of wheat in the prairie prov- 
inces at 446,000,000 bushels but from latest reports 
| @ total of around 415,000,000 bushels is now antici- 
| pated. Even so, the yield is well in excess of the 
ten year average and the largest crop since 1922. 
| Last year’s prairie crop was approximately 300,- 
| 000,000 bushels. The wheat marketed to date has 
graded exceptionally high and tesis indicate that 
the high protein content will be maintained. The 
western oat crop is estimated at 274,000,000 bushels 
against 183,700,000 bushels last year and the barley 
crop at 70,000,000 bushels as compared with 50,500,- 
000 bushels. In Quebec crops of the main staples 
have been good and in Ontario they have been 
heavy, although in hoth provinces potatoes are 
below average. In the Maritime Provinces crops 
have done well, with again the exception of pota- 
toes, Nova Scotia also recording a 30 per cent. loss 
of the epple crop due to stofms. In British Columbia 
crops generally have been above average. —From 
the fina! crop report issued by the Bank of Mont-

Europe is still an armed camp; Commerce is halted 
by an outgrown exchange system; armies of unem- 
ployed are subsisting on relief; fortunes have been 
swept away and business houses leaning upon each 
other are in danger of collapsing like a house of 
cards. Yet internationalism and a sense of human 
brotherhood have grown; education has fertilised 
the brain soil of once illiterate masses; the strong, 
capable man no longer seeks to rise above his 
fellows by sheer strength but puts his shoulders 
beneath the common burden; modern technological 
science finds that it cannot use itself for wholly 
selfish purposes but must itself serve the whole 
race or perish 

Let us greet this New Year with open arms like 
a lover. It bodes well

Collapse of the monetary system in nearly every 
civilised country has turned the thoughts of men to 
seek the cause and a remedy.

“the blood-stream of the nation”—to use Hoover's 
phrase—and that control of blood-stream 
must be reserved as a function of the state, and not 
be farmed out to private groups for their personel 
profit. 

Realisation of danger of letting private 
interests control credit and currency, so that the 
dollar which was worth 100 cents in 1913, was 
worth only 45 cents in 1920; 72 cents in 1921; 59 
cents in 1928; 80 cents in 1931 and Heaven knows 
what toda,, will probably react in the political 
field to unfit any very h man whose private 
interest may be in clash from being given political 
power to control the finances of the nation. We

United States has among its varied state divorce 
laws, many that are more humane than our own 
harsh divorce law, that conceives of only one 
ground for divorce.

On the same day that a New York justice heard 
the plea of Umberto Politano—who has been in the 
elimony jail for 2% years because he cannot meet a 
$12 a week alimony order—Mr. Justice Fisher of the 
Supreme Court of British Columbia ruled that an 
alimony order cannot be enforced by a writ of 
fieri facias or pursuant to the provisions of the 
Execution Act. A writ of attachment is the only 
remedy left. This means that while an ex-wile can 
seize her ex-husband’s goods or money—if he has 
any—she cannot send him to jail

FOOD MINERAL LIST 

CALCIUM gives solidity to the bones and in- 
creases alkalinity. A deficiency may result in bone 
deformity, decaying teeth, tuberculosis, rheuma- 
tism and obesity, Foods rich in this element are 
watercress, lettuce, spinach, cabbage, Swiss chard, 
turnips, lemous, oranges, milk, cottage cheese, as- 
paragus and strawberries. 

CHLORINE increases body resistance to parasites 
and is necessary for digestion. A lack may resuit 
in uremic poisoning and indigestion. Foods rich in 
this element are oysters, cheese, lettuce, egg whites, 
spinach, celery, parsnips, cabbage, radishes and 
milk_whey. 

10) is used by the thyroid gland to form 
thyroxin which regulates body metabolism. Foods 
rich in iodine are gray shrimp, crab, herring, 
oysters carrots, green limas, pineapples, mushrooms 
and kelp. 

IRON is found in hemoglobin. {t is used to con. 
vey oxygen from the lungs to the tissues. Organiz- 
ed iron is found in sorrel, lettuse, spinach, truffles, 
strawberries, asparagus, radihes, Swiss chard, 
onions, pumpkins and watermelon. 

MAGNESIUM makes bones and teeth hard and 
ivory-like; it also gives toughness and elasticity 
to other tissues. A lack produces softsned bones, 
brittle teeth, lung infections, nervousnes tension 
and osteomalacia. Magnesium is found in spinach, 
lettuce, tomatoes, dandelions, garbanzos, celery, pine 
nuts, figs and rutabagas. 

PHOSPHOROUS is a stimulator of growth and 
activity. A lack may cause sterility. Foods richest 
in phosphorous are kale, bran, liveer, truffles, 
radishes, pumpkin, pike, cucumbers, cheese, Swiss 
chard, lettuce and egg yoke. 

POTASIUM is needed by the liver, spleen and 
red corpuscles. It helps muscles to be strong and 
pliable. Lack of potassium may be found in anemia, 
underweight, neurasthenia and digestive disorders, 
Potassium is found in lettuce, kale, tomatoes, celery, 
cucumbers, turnips, egg plant, olives, lemons and 
currants. 

SILICON: A lack of silicon may cause falling 
hair, brittle nails, softened teeth and possibly dia- 
betes. Silicon is found in asparagus, cucumbers, 
lettuce, bran, dandelions, parsnips, fruit skins, 
strawberries and beets. 

SODIUM alkalinizes the body and conveys car- 
bon dioxid away from the tissues. A lack may lead 
to hardening of the arteries, abstruction of the 
capillaries, formation of gall, kidney and bladdeer 
stones, indigestion, caking of the mammary glands. 
This element is found in Swiss chard, spinach, 
strawberries, pumpkin, carrots, dandelions, lettuce, 
egg white adn dried figs. 

SULPHUR: The asbence of sulphur may lead to 
irritability, nervousness, insanity, tumors, and some 
skin disorders. Foods richest in this element are 


watercress, kale, Brussels sprouts, horseradish, 
spinach, string beans, raspberries, ca bbage and 
turnips. . 


These lists are necessarily abbreviated, The foods 
usually richest in ‘nese elements are listed, although
